2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
prior art of record teaches a slurry comprising an organic additive as recited in the 
claimed invention, applicant has presented persuasive arguments to show that the prior 
art of record has failed to disclose incorporating an organic additive that is selected from 
the group consisting of the recited compounds in claims 58 and 63 into a slurry, prior to 
a final portion of the total polishing period of time.
